In spite -of- tba.compulsory..school 
nttehdance laws, In spite ot the nt- 
tcndnncc ottlcen. In spite of the 
efforts of the teachers to Interest 
ond Instruct them, a big group ot 
the country's youth are loose on the 
town. They either could not or 
ould not learn in school. Home 
ad no hold on them. They were 
s content sleeping on .the cellar 
floor of an empty house as In their 
homes. 

Out of this group come the dc 
Unquents. It U they who head Uie 
gangs; commit the crimes that are 
startling people everywhere they 
appear. The police eatch up to 
some oC them and they are either 

school tor a short period when, be- 
cause the place iB-crowdod. they 
are paroled ngnln. The social serv- 
ice workcra, tile parole of f leers , the 
judges" are sick" nt'heart as they 
contront the youngsters lined up in 
the courts egaln-nnd ogaln. — 

We have not as yet provided thi 
space.- iho housing, the staffs that 
we need for the rehabllllatloh of 
these young.boys. So we lose many, 
and there .are those who could be 
red ecmed-and -returned- to' Boclety 
ts useful citizens. Some cnmp 
schools hava been promised, but 
tar I have not heard of any that 
have been opened. 

FUUIng the necessary rehnbllltn- 
Uon centers, perhaps we could help 
oilrsclvcs and these boys by trying 
prevention. Every clllld Is listed In 
the acliools or churches, or boards 
ot health. Somewhere, his existence 
has been recorded. If we followed 
each one to see that he was eltUcr
